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A Challenge to the General Convention 


The General Convention of 1931 will meet at a time of 
national and world-wide distress and disturbance, both 
political and economic. It is a time when “new occasions 
teach new duties.” The Church must be courageous and for- 
ward-looking to observe frankly what the new time and 
changed conditions require in the way of a large and adven- 
turous spiritual and moral leadership. Never before has a 
General Convention had such a great and challenging op- 
portunity for constructive leadership. Will it rise to the occa- 
sion? Will it simply repeat the dull and repetitious ecclesias- 
tical routine of so many past conventions? In the words of 
the late Bishop Charles D. Williams, will it spend its time in 
merely “tinkering with canons and fussing with rituals?” 
It was Bishop Phillips Brooks—of sainted memory—who, 
after attending his first General Convention as a deputy to 
the House of Bishops, asked one of his fellow-members: 
“Are these meetings always so dull?” It would be nothing 


less than tragic for the Convention to fritter away its time 


in pompous parade, social amenities and back-slapping, 
a mouthing of time-worn, pious platitudes and a meticu- 
lous tithing of mint, anise and cummin, when a whole 
world is writhing in agony and wandering in confusion for 
want of a united and authoritative spiritual and moral 
leadership. 


It is most encouraging to know that these questions have 
been raised with deep concern, not only by many of our 
prophetic souls in the Church but by groups of deputies 
themselves. One group, especially, has challenged the Con- 
vention to take its rightful place of leadership in the solu- 
tion of many urgent problems—including international peace 
and reduction of armaments, prohibition, marriage and di- 
vorce, Church unity and, most urgent and important of all, 
unemployment and economic reconstruction on the basis of 
social justice and industrial democracy. This group has 
charged the Convention that these are primarily moral prob- 
lems and that action by the Convention can not be avoided 
or delayed by the familiar objection raised by pietists and 
reactionaries that “the Church must keep out of business and 
politics.” 

Will the charge stand true, for the coming Convention, 
that every Convention is so conservative and timid that it is 
always a generation behind in moral leadership and merely 
catches up with standards that have long been adopted by 
society? How can it remain silent when the supremacy of 
obedience to God and conscience has been denied by the 
recent decision of the United States Supreme Court in the 
McIntosh case? Will it not have some large-minded and con- 
structive voice on the prohibition question, based on the 
sound, Christian principle of temperance and not on petty 
questions of sumptuary legislation and puritanical repres- 
sion? Will it not have some clear, practical guidance for our 
new generation of young people in the matter of marriage 
and divorce and family life, based on the new, liberal and 
scientific knowledge concerning the Bible and social sci- 


ence? Will it not have a strong and definite conviction on 
the abolition of war and the duty of our nation to co- 
operate as a member of the family of nations in establishing 
international courts, based on the principle of the universal 
fellowship of the Christian religion? Can not our Church, 
which has been so vocal for Church unity, take some cour- 
ageous adventure in overtures to other Christian churches in 
doing something toward the achievement of Church unity? 
At least, can it not remove some of the present inhibitions 
which prevent many prophetic souls in the Church from 
making experimental ventures in Church unity for local 
purposes? 

But, most of all, the time demands from the Church a 
strong and definite voice on the matter of unemployment 
and the fundamental reconstruction of our industrial so- 
ciety in such a way that will prevent ever-recurrent eco- 
nomic crises and widespread suffering, and establish an 
industrial democracy in which the wage-earners will have 
an equal status with capital in the whole industrial process. 
It is nothing less than a crime and a scandal that, in times 
of economic depression, the wage-earners must take the 
largest share of loss. It is a notorious fact that in 1930, when 
unemployment was severe, the total dividends paid by cor- 
porations were $318,600,000 more than the previous year of 
1929, while the amount paid tc wage-earners during the 
same period decreased more than 20 per cent. It is an 
iniquitous inequality of national distribution of wealth 
when 98.9 per cent of the people own only 42 per cent of 
the wealth and 1.1 per cent of the people own 58 per cent 
of the wealth. It is utterly unjust, as the late Charles Lathrop 
so emphatically stated, that the total income of the country 
in recent years was sufficient to provide for an average family 
income of nearly $4000, while the average actual income for 
the mass of wage-earning families was only $1200—the other 
$2800 per family being sluiced off into channels of swollen 
dividends on bonds and speculative stocks. The unemploy- 
ment problem is not one of over-production; it is, rather, 
one of under-consumption, due to the lack of a decent family 
wage. It was Julia Lathrop who stated at the National Con- 
ference of Social Workers, at New Orleans, that “the greatest 
moral factor in any community is a decent family wage.” 

We ask, with deepest concern, Will the coming General 
Convention take a position of moral leadership in the solu- 
tion of these pressing problems? Or, are we asking too much 
of the conservative representatives of an institutionalized 
Church? Principal L. P. Jacks has indicated an answer to 
this question when he stated recently: “The gravaman of the 
charge against the Church is not so much that there are defi- 
nite abuses in its corporate life as that there is a general 
atmosphere of acquiescence in all that is worldly and con- 
ventional. No one knows exactly what ideal of life the

Prayer Book Cross Service, October 11 


Anticipating a record attendance, the House of Church- 
women is preparing for the twenty-sixth annual service—to 
be held Sunday, October 11, at 3:00 p. m.—at the foot of 
Prayer Book Cross, in beautiful Golden Gate Park. This im- 
pressive service doubly commemorates the anniversary of 
the first English service held in the United States and the 
establishment of the House of Churchwomen. 


The Prayer Book Cross, gift of George W. Childs of Phila- 
delphia, was consecrated January 1, 1924, as a memorial of 
the service held on the shore of Drake’s Bay about St. John 
Baptist’s Day, June 24, 1579, by the Rev. Francis Fletcher, 
priest of the Church of England, chaplain of Sir Francis 
Drake, chronicler of the service. 


Commemorating these important events of the Diocese of 
California, the annual service will be held under auspices of 
the House of Churchwomen, with Mrs. Frank H. Ainsworth 
as chairman and the Rev. Charles P. Deems, D. D., represent- 
ing the Convocation of San Francisco. Bishop Parsons will 
preside. 

Under direction of the Rev. C. J. Hulsewe and the Rev. 
Arthur J. Child, units of the Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts will 
participate in the program, as will also an augmented choir 
from the various churches in the city, led by Frederic M. 
Lee. Special instrumental music will be furnished by the 
reed section of the Y. M. C. A. Orchestra.

I sometimes wonder as I 
drive through Golden Gate 
Park how many of our 
Church people look with interest and appreciation on the 
great cross looming up out of the trees over the main drive 
from Stow Lake. Certainly if only a few Church people think 
of it, only a very few others, an infinitesimal proportion of 
those who drive by, would even look at it. 


And yet it is well worth looking at, well worth a visit and 
a little thought. It commemorates the first use of the Prayer 
Book on American soil and through that the visit of Sir 
Francis Drake in 1569 to this Coast, his landing at Drake’s 
Bay and his venturesome start across the great Pacific. Some 
day I hope the dream of one of our laymen may come true 
and access to the cross be made so easy that it may become 
a kind of shrine. 


For one day each year (omitted last year on account of 
work being done in the park) we do make the cross a shrine. 
Under the guidance of the House of Churchwomen, clergy, 
choirs and lay people climb the hill and hold a service. It 
is to be held this year on October 11. That is a date to 
remember. 


THE PRAYER BOOK CROSS

The General Convention meets 
in Denver on September 16. 
When the revision of the Prayer 
Book was finished three years ago there was a widespread 
feeling that thereafter, at any rate for a good many years, 
there would not be much to occupy Convention’s time. But 
every triennium brings its own problems. There will be no 
one thing in Denver which will take the time of the details 
of Prayer Book revision. There will be, however, several 
highly controversial matters and plenty of important busi- 
ness. 


The most controversial is the report of the Commission 
on Marriage and Divorce. It proposes a radical change 
in our present canons; greater stress on preparation for 
marriage, definiticn of grounds for annulment, establish- 
ment of diocesan courts to deal with questions of remar- 
riage and elimination of any definition of grounds for per- 
mitting the marriage of a divorced person whose former 
partner is stiil living other than the court’s judgment that 
such marriage would further the Christian home. The last 
provision will be vigorously opposed by those who believe 
that our Lord laid down a law for His Church on the mat- 
ter. It is a serious question and one on which all Christian 
people should be informed. I can not, of course, enter into 
discussion of it at this time. I do ask that all who read this 
will pray that the Convention may be guided aright. 


There will be proposals in regard to the placement of 
the clergy, aimed to give the bishops somewhat more say in 
the election of rectors and to make easier the transfer of 
clergy to places in which they can work to better advan- 
tage. 

The Commission on Deaconesses will propose that the 
Convention recognize the ministerial status of deaconesses 
in order that they may have the advantages of the Pension 
Fund. The Commission on Provinces will propose (among 
other things) that a bishop’s resignation may be acted on 
by the bishops of his Province, instead of by the whole 
House of Bishops—a saving of time and money in many 
cases. 


There will be important reports on unity and it is pos- 
sible that there may be proposals to modify, in the interests 
of unity, canons dealing with other ministries, with con- 
firmation and the like. The question of whether or not we 
shall have a final court of appeal will come up. And then 
there are always likely to be surprises. One never quite 


knows what will be the one absorbing and outstanding 
matter. 


Back of all these legislative questions is the big matter of 
our National Council budget for the next three years. Are 
we to go forward or to go back? Are we to undertake work 
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in India or not? What about quotas and the obligation of 
dioceses? And if the world depression continues, what is 
the Church to do about it? There will be important resolu- 
tions dealing with the depression and the responsibility of 
the Church. 


But, in addition to all this work of Convention, there will 
be a host of other things: The great educational program of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, the business of the Auxiliary, the 
United Thank Offering service and the receiving of that huge 
offering, mass meetings on all the important branches of 
the Church’s work and many other interesting and stirring 
gatherings. 

The Convention is not likely to come again as near as 
Denver for a good many years. It is a fine opportunity for 
Church people to see the Church in action. I hope most 


earnestly that some of our people, clergy and laity, who are 


not delegates to Convention or Auxiliary or any other body, 
will nevertheless take advantage of this great opportunity for 
information and inspiration. 


In the June issue of The 
SOME LITURGICAL MATTERS Pacific Churchman, in 

writing of the American 
Missal I said that later on I would speak of some other 
liturgical questions as they are related to the powers of 
bishops and other clergy. It is generally accepted in the 
Church that the bishop has a traditional authority called the 
jus liturgicum, i.e., a special authority in relation to liturgi- 
cal matters. There is no authoritative definition of what this 
means today in the Episcopal Church. Like every other 
tradition some interpret it strictly; others are fantastically 
liberal. Yet viewed in relation to constitution, canons and 
rubrics some things seem quite clear. The bishop has no 
authority to modify in any way the Prayer Book. He may 
authorize when he believes “the edification of the congrega- 
tion so requires” other devotions in place of morning or 
evening prayer; but that is because the Prayer Book gives 
him that authority. He may set forth special services for 
special occasions, as e.g., a peace meeting. He may require 
if he does so, that no other service be used. 


But, on the other hand, he may not authorize any book 
in place of the Prayer Book, nor any service which involves 
the disuse of the Prayer Book services, nor any service ex- 
cept as defined above to take the place of a Prayer Book 
service. He may not alter any of the occasional offices, such 
as baptism or marriage. 


When, however, debatable questions arise, his liturgical 
authority is certainly of the same kind as his authority in 
regard to canons—subject to General Convention he is the 
official interpreter of rubrics and canons which bear upon 
the conduct of services. If he should decide that the Prayer 
Book does not permit the use of prayers in the regular serv- 
ices which are neither in the Prayer Book nor in words of 
Holy Scripture (a very frequent practice today), it would 
be within his constitutional right to forbid such use. But 
the ground of his prohibition must not be his personal pref- 
erence. He is making a judicial decision. Furthermore, he is 
himself bound by his decision just as much as is any priest. 


Does his authority, as thus defined, also give him power 
to define the ceremonial of the churches of bis diocese? This 
question, which is often asked, has not been answered 
authoritatively by General Convention. Some bishops have 
tried it (I am speaking of America); most bishops have not. 
The correct answer seems to be something like this: Where 
the Prayer Book and canons give no specific directions, the 
priest is free and the bishop has no controlling voice. The 
priest may or may not wear a chasuble at the celebration of 
Holy Communion. He may have candles on the altar or not, 
as he sees fit. The priest in the Anglican Communion is given 
direct responsibility as to doctrine, discipline and worship. 
He is not the servant or the tool of the bishop and the vow 
of canonical obedience (which has been done away with in 
the case of the bishop) must be interpreted as meaning 
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obedience to the bishop as he represents the constitution, 
canons and rubrics of the Church. 


But, on the other hand, the bishop is chief pastor of the 
diocese and when he goes to visit officially a church in the 
diocese he is for the time being in charge. It is his right to 
establish in the Cathedral and in his visitations a diocesan 
norm and when he visits parishes to expect a general con- 
formity to that norm. For a bishop to take the ground that 
he will adjust himself to each parochial use as he finds it, is 
to abdicate his liturgical responsibility. For a bishop to 
take the ground that all the churches of the diocese must 
acecpt his ways is to vioiate the freedom and responsibility 
of the priesthood. Either alternative is the easier and more 
logical way but neither alone provides for necessary ele- 
ments in sane and well-balanced Church life. 


So much for the bishop’s authority, as I understand it. At 


another time I shall speak of the priest’s authority and re- 
sponsibility. 


Divinity School of the Pacific Netes 


The Divinity School welcomes the new registrar and lec- 
turer in Church history, Rev. Schuyler Pratt, and five new 
students: Messrs. Horton I. French, Charles T. Mentzer, Wai 
On Shim, Schuyler F. Seager and Adolph N. Struck. Thir- 
teen students are in attendance at lectures and services this 
semester. 

Mr. Pratt, a graduate of Williams College and Yale Divin- 
ity School, was rector of All Saints Church, San Francisco, 
from 1920 to 1926, following a period of war service with 
the San Francisco Regiment, 363rd Infantry. He taught 
Church history in the Divinity School from 1923 to 1926 and 
until his recent return to the school in Berkeley was mis- 
sionary at Hood River and director of religious education in 
the District of Eastern Oregon. 


When a little company of twelve men sat around the 
Bishop of California on a shady slope at Saratoga one Fri- 
day afternoon in August, discussed matters of mutual interest 
at the Divinity School and listened to an inspiring address 
on St. Paul’s second Epistle to the Corinthians, some were 
reminded of another hilltop scene of young disciples gather- 
ed round their Master centuries ago. It was a thoroughly en- 
joyable afternoon. The students appreciated the hospitality 
of the Bishop and Mrs. Parsons and also the kindness of the 
Rev. Schuyler Pratt and the Rev. Wesley Havermale, who 
supplied the means of transportation. 


Officers of the student body for this school year are: A. 
Ronald Merrix, president; Ralph B. Pease, vice-president; 
Edward A. Cardwell, secretary-treasurer. The students have 
done excellent work already in improving the appearance 
of the grounds and the usefulness of the library!

This was before the railroad was built or 
the Del Monte Hotel or Pacific Grove were thought of. St. 
James Church was the first Protestant building raised in the 
old capital and from this small beginning the Church took 
root and has sent out her branches on each side. Mr. Mc- 
Gowan further records: “The little church was like a beacon 
upon a hill. She has had quite a history. While titles and 
potentates make not honor to heavenly wisdom—we rejoice 
that these have not disdained to worship within these 
humble walls, and that here even the rulers of the most 
powerful nations of the world have not been ashamed to 
confess their shortcomings and seek strength for their ex- 
alted positions. When Princess Louise worshipped within 
these walls she came not with imposing retinue as England’s 
representative but as the subject of a kingdom higher than 
earth. There was then a peculiar fitness that when the world 
muorned the loss of England’s noble queen that memorial 
services should be held in St. James Church. The service 
was attended by all the English residents of the community, 
by the crews of several English battleships in the harbor of 
Monterey and very generally by the inhabitants of the town.

Then there is a 
meeting of the Women’s Auxiliary, consisting of five dele- 
gates from each Diocese and district, numbering about 500.

The Chinese Christians of San Francisco held a conven- 
tion from August 17 to 20. The purpose of the convention 
was that all Chinese Christians might be united on social 
problems and the matter of working together in harmony 
for the further upbuilding of Christianity among their 
countrymen in America. Among the many important topics 
discussed were “Christian Education,” “The Church and Its 
Young People,” “The Church Should Be Self-supporting,” 
and “An Increase of One-third of the Present Membership 
in the Various Denominations Within Three Years.” Dr. C. 
Y. Cheng of Shanghai, China, moderator of the United Church 
of Christ in China and secretary of the National Council of 
China, was among the speakers. Delegates were present 
from all the Chinese denominations in the United States, 
together with many members of our True Sunshine missions. 
The Rev. Daniel Wu, our Chinese priest, served on the hos- 
pitality committee. 

Four men of the Church army are coming to the Coast 
this fall and will visit each of the California dioceses in 
turn. They plan to stay in our Diocese for a period of six 
weeks, from December 15 to January 31. The men have been 
trained for preaching missions, for city mission work, for 
outdoor services, for group meetings and for work in the 
rural field. In addition they would like the opportunity of 
speaking in public schools and at service clubs. They have 
also quite a repertoire of evangelistic songs and are good 
singers.

The annual Prayer Book Cross service in Golden Gate 
Park is being planned for Sunday afternoon, October 11. 
Mrs. Frank Ainsworth and the Rev. Dr. C. P. Deems are in 
charge of the arrangements and everything points to a note- 
worthy gathering, with a service worthy of our Church and 
of the event it commemorates. The cross was consecrated on 
January 1, 1894, as a memorial of the service held on the 
shore of Drake’s Bay in 1579. The service, held each year, 
also commemorates the establishment of the House of Church- 
women in the Diocese of California. We hope that the clergy 
and people of our churches in San Francisco, the East Bay 
region and the Peninsula district will co-operate in attending 
themselves and by inviting their friends. We are confident 
that all who attend will receive help and inspiration. The 
best way to reach the cross by street car is to take the No.

The General Convention of our Church will meet in Den- 
ver, Colorado, from September 16 to October 3. It comprises 
three notable gatherings and several other conferences of 
societies related to the work of the Church. There is the 
House of Bishops, with a membership of 150, to meet daily 
in the legislative chamber of the State Capitol. There is the 
House of Deputies, consisting of four clerical and four lay 
delegates elected from each Diocese in the United States 
and one clerical and one lay deputy from each missionary 
district, with a total membership of 650. Then there is a 
meeting of the Women’s Auxiliary, consisting of five dele- 
gates from each Diocese and district, numbering about 500. 

The opening service will be held on September 16 in the 
Municipal Auditorium. At this service the procession consists 
solely of the bishops and a choir of 300 voices will be in 
place to lead the singing. Bishop Perry will preside and the 
Rt. Rev. Michael Furse of the Church of England will preach 
the sermon. On Thursday, September 17, there will be a 
corporate communion for the Woman’s Auxiliary, at which 
time the United Thank Offering— which is expected to 
amount to approximately $1,000,000—will be presented.

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The midsummer interval which ordinarily is associated 
with vacation days and a cessation of routine activities, has 
been a time of significant progress on our Cathedral hill. 
Outwardly, this development is symbolized by the great 
frame of steel against the skyline, which will ultimately 
house three bays of the noble nave. It has seemed expedient 
to discontinue for the present completion of this new unit; 
at least until added funds are at our disposal and pledges 
met which will fall due in the near future. 

On the other hand, much progress is being made in the 
direction of making provision for the life and program 
which inhere in our Cathedral organization. Readers of this 
Cathedral page are asked to note that the remaining portion 
of the old crypt has been so altered in its interior as to make 
it a most eligible place for meetings, both of a dio- 
cesan and congregational character—rest rooms for 
women, a large assembly hall that will seat 500 per- 
sons easily and a section for lunches and even more 
pretentious refections as occasion may necessitate. 
In proximity with the latter is a serviceable and well- 
lighted kitchen. The former Grace Chapel at the cor- 
ner of Taylor and Sacramento streets has been con- 
verted into a first-class gymnasium for the choir boys 
and young people. 


The Cathedral house has been rehabilitated and is 
now sheltering not only the Chapel of Intercession 
but many of the cherished memorials that adorned 


the crypt—including the lovely candelabra, the beautiful lec- 
tern, the fine baptismal font, the splendid paintings, the flags 
of the allied nations and many other memorials that are dear 
to the hearts of those who have worshipped in the great 
congregation of the Cathedral in years gone by. The Chapter 
house is now invested with a quiet dignity and sacredness. 
The following resolutions passed by the Chapter give formal 
expression and authorization to the changes which have 
been noted above: 


“The Chapter of Grace Cathedral is expending a consider- 
able sum in fitting the crypt with rooms, kitchen and other 
facilities so that it will be available, comfortable and con- 
venient for synods, convocations, seminars, Auxiliary and 
Guild meetings, Men’s Club, young people’s social affairs, 
choir boys’ lunches, choir practice and so forth.

We have reserved for the close of this article a significant 
mention of progress in provision that has been made for the 
worshippers who now throng the Cathedral hill.

The Sunday schedule now comprises Holy 

Eucharist at 8:00 o’clock and 12:00 o’clock noon, choral 

matins and sermon at 10:00, morning prayer and sermon 

at 11:00 and the choral evensong and address at 4:00. 

Visitors from all parts of the world are inspecting the 

beauty of the chapel and the impressive magnitude of the 

outwardly completed part of the Cathedral. An attendant 
is present in the chapel throughout the day, where ques- 
tions are answered and literature given and where also 
offerings for the structure may be made. In the develop- 
ment cited Dean Gresham has been ably assisted by the 

Rev. Harvey S. Hanson, the Rev. Lawrence B. Ridgely, 
canon sacrist, and the Rev. George H. B. Wright, canon 
precentor. Together with this staff is a well-organized 
group of laymen and laywomen. 

The vested choir of men and boys under the direction 
of Hugh J. Williams, choirmaster, assisted by J. Sidney 
Lewis, organist, is being continued in its entirey. The 
music at the Holy Eucharist on the first Sunday of the 
month is sung from the balcony and the effect is ex- 
tremely beautiful. 

Visitors to the Cathedral during the summer have num- 
bered many noted architects and builders. With enthusiastic 
unanimity, both the design of the Cathedral and the char- 
acter of its construction have been higly praised. Our Cathe- 
dral builders have cause for deep gratification.

California’s Vacation Conference 


A Summer Vacation Conference with a continuous his- 
tory of thirteen years may be considered a diocesan institu- 
tion. It is that in the sense that it is one of the established 
instruments through which the life of the Diocese functions. 
In the Province of the Pacific, California was pioneering in 
this field. This year there were three summer conferences in 
the State of California, two in Oregon and Washington and 
one in Nevada and Arizona. To one whose reminiscences 
cover every conference but one since 1919, the striking thing 
is that the pioneer conference of the Diocese of California 
has not lost its significance. It is able to gather together 150 
people, representing 29 parishes of the Diocese and includ- 
ing 16 of the clergy. About one-third of this number were 
young people under 25 years of age, while another third was 
made up of adult leaders in diocesan affairs who were pres- 
ent for the full time of the conference. This means that the 
conference will reach pretty widely in diocesan life during 
the winter. 

This year the young people’s group was made up almost 
entirely of new representatives, which means, to judge by 
the past, that this group will form a nucleus of the confer- 
ences for the next year or two. It is a characteristic of the 
California conference that it brings together for work and 
play the youth and the adults and members-of a diocesan 
family. And most of them are drawn to Asilomar by a real 
interest in the substantial benefits gained from the confer- 
ence courses. 

The continuity of a summer conference depends upon its 
local leaders. This year three new voices were heard in the 
faculty—if Mr. A. R. Merrix, loaned to us by the Diocese of 
British Columbia, may be counted as local. He led a course 
in methods of conducting discussion groups. The other local 
clergy were the Rev. Herald G. Gardner of Burlingame and 
the Rev. John C. Leffler of Ross. The administration of the 
conference was handled by the Rev. Penrose Hirst, dean; 
the Rev. Charles P. Deems, chairman of the Conference Com- 
mittee, and the Rev. D. T. Gillmor, director of recreation. 
Dean Anna G. Newell of St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley, and 
Miss Leila Anderson, student secretary of the Province, 
whose work at the conference is very valuable, can not be 
called local leaders, even though we have come to feel that 
they belong to us. It was under Miss Anderson’s direction 
that members of the young people’s group conducted the 
sunset services each day with an impressiveness which deep- 
ly affected older members of the conference. 

The result of a year and a half of service as director of 
religious education for the Diocetse by Miss Avis Harvey 
was quite evident. Acting as registrar of the conference, as 
well as leading a young people’s group, Miss Harvey showed 
her acquaintance with the personnel of the Diocese. Upon 
her rested the responsibility for a large part of the tiresome 
detail of the conference—preparing and keeping records, 
making reservations and keeping the accounts. In this last 
she was assisted by the Rev. Oscar Green of Palo Alto, who 
was treasurer of the committee. But the personal contact be- 
tween members of the conference and the faculty was large- 
ly made through Miss Harvey. This credit is due her, as well 
as the recognition that there is a real promise of a cumula- 
tive helpfulness of the conference to the Diocese through 
Miss Harvey’s knowledge of and use of the people she has 
come to meet in this way. 

It was an outstanding ‘benefit of this conference to have 
Bishop Parsons as its chaplain. He was stimulating in his 
morning devotional hour, with his series of talks on moral 
issues of today as the Christian must confront them. It was 
plain that he was speaking straight from his heart to mem- 
bers of his family. But the benefit was larger than in this 
contact. It was in the association with him at other meet- 
ings, at meals, and about the Asilomar grounds. Members 
of the conference will value this memory and will turn more 
eagerly to the Bishop for leadership in other matters because 
of this association. 

It is impossible for a member of the conference to express 
the immeasurable debt it owes to the visiting members of 
the faculty. While it is impossible for any visitors to maintain 
the continuity of a conference, it is they who bring the 
vision which extends beyond anything parochial or provin- 
cial. They are the contact of the conference with the whole 
Church and with the world’s need. Miss Ruth Osgood of 
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the Woman’s Auxiliary and Miss Evelyn Buchanan of Pitts- 
burg brough these contacts to the women. It was Miss 
Buchanan’s presence which made possible the carrying out 
of a project long ago planned by the California conference, 
namely, that of having during the morning a demonstration 
class of children, the work of which might later be dis- 
cussed by the adult group. This was a new feature of this 
conference and while it was in no sense adequate, yet the 
class of twenty children conducted for an hour did serve as 
an observation clinic from which many helpful suggestions 
were derived. 

If we may speak of any focal points of this conference 
they were in the addresses on “The Challenge of India,” 
by Dr. Edmund D. Lucas of Forman Christian College, La- 
hore, India, and those on the Lord’s Prayer by the Rt. Rev. 
Clinton S. Quin, Bishop of Texas. These two occasions 
brought together the majority of the conference for a period 
of deep thought and devotion. Bishop Quin made his contri- 
bution not only as a devotional leader but also as leader of 
a clergy conference, in which he modestly allowed the clergy 
to do most of the talking, and as a leader of the children, 
all of whom wanted to sit at his jolly table. 

The Asilomar Conference is established, beyond doubt, 
as a major project of the Diocese in religious education, 
large enough to enlist every aspect of the Department, from 
the children to the adults. Its administration centers now in 
a committee elected from those who are actually present at 
each succeeding conference. It has made its place, not as a 
school but as a family conference at which, by discussion 
together, we may discover ourselves, our common abilities 
and our opportunities of usefulness for Christ and His 
Church. 


Department of Religious Education 
By Avis E. Harvey 
Church School Exveriment Being Conducted by Department 


An experiment is being conducted by the Department with 
the Church School at the Church of the Advent in San Fran- 
cisco. Many who are vitally concerned about the religious 
education of children feel that one great need is a plan by 
which more time may be given to it. In some places this is 
overcome by a three-hour session on Sunday morning. In 
others a weekday session is planned, usually an hour after 
school. At the Church of the Advent the time schedule is 
arranged in this manner: The children come to their service 
of worship on Sunday morning, a children’s mass with in- 
struction is provided at 9:30. The children of the school 
come at this time. There are other Sunday services and we 
sometimes find a child coming to an earlier service so that 
he may go off with his family for the day. The rest of the 
program is conducted on Saturday, in the parish house, 
from 9:30 to 11:30. Here the children are divided into 
groups according to age and are working along the best edu- 
cational lines as far as it is possible. The first Saturday 
morning session there were sixteen children present from 
the ages of five to fourteen. Their first interest was to make 
the building in which they were coming to spend their time 
week after week as attractive and as interesting as possible. 
There was some talk of redecoration, a color scheme being 
discussed after a number of them were presented and a vote 
taken, curtains for the windows and window boxes. Further 
discussion of ways of making the room more attractive led to 
the suggestions of fresh flowers, pictures and so forth. This 
Church School will be a self-governing body with adult guid- 
ance and leadership. This first morning there were some 
plans made for the necessary officers and committee chair- 
men. There will be a school library and one of the group 
was elected to be responsible as librarian. A cabinet which 
was already in the building will be painted and used for 
the library after the books are catalogued and arranged on 
the shelves. Another officer is responsible for checking up 
on any materials other than books that are taken out of the 
building. On this first day paper and crayons were taken 
home. In an extended time schedule there is the opportunity 
for the development of a school spirit which is lacking in 
most Church Schools. We are interested to have our children 
as proud of their Sunday School as they are of their day 
school, so an assembly period for talking over plans that con- 
cern the whole school, announcements, speeches from the 
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student body and singing of school songs, is a part of the 
program. More time than can be given in the average Sun- 
day School is here given to the practice of music. We hope 
in time to make the Sunday service a chancel mass, the 
practice for this being conducted on Saturday. It is also im- 
portant for the teacher and the pupil to know one another 
through both work and play, so a period of play as well as 
instruction is put into a Saturday morning program. Then 
there is time for the many things we would like to do on 
Sunday—such as dramatics, trips to museums and other 
places for information and so forth. We invite those who 
are interested to watch this experiment. It may be some- 
thing that they could try. After we really get under way, 
vistors will be cordially welcomed at Saturday morning 
sessions. The Department very much appreciates the co- 
operation it is receiving from the fathers, vestry and people 
of the Church of the Advent.

Vacation Schools Conducted by Department 


The Department of Religious Education conducted two 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools of two weeks each—one at St. 
David’s Church, Pittsburg, and the other at St. John’s Church 
in Oakland. Added to the fact that during the summer, when 
the child is having a vacation from his day school, the 
Church has the opportunity of using more of his time, is the 
further advantage of this time not being broken into. During 
the vacation period children can come to their Church or 
Vacation Church School for five days out of the week, with 
no home work other than that assigned by the vacation 
school teacher. The Department offered to conduct vacation 
schools in a number of places in the Diocese and the offer 
was accepted by the two mentioned above. The staff in each 
case was made up of university students from the University 
of California, the College of the Pacific and St. Margaret’s 
House, with the diocesan director in charge. In each school 
some help was given by members of the parish. In Pittsburg 
we had a group of children, some belonging to St. David’s 
and some to other churches in the neighborhood. The theme 
for our two weeks work was a study of the Bible. At the end 
of the time an evening was given to the closing exercises. 
A number of parents came at this time and expressed their 
appreciation for all that had been done. These children did 
a number of things that Church School teachers constantly 
tell us are impossible. There was a keen interest in Bible 
reading. They remembered to bring their Bibles to school 
day after day. They did the home work that was assigned 
to them and sometimes looked for more. All of these point 
to the advantages of using the vacation period. We are very 
grateful to the Cowley Fathers for giving us the use of an 
automobile and to the rector of St. John’s and a student of 
the Divinity School who took turns in driving us from 
Berkeley to Pittsburg and back each day. The group at St. 
John’s was not quite as large but very interesting. There 
were a number who were not from the Church School and 
there were some five or six nationalities represented. Here 
the theme for the two weeks’ study was “World Friend- 
ship.” Each day these children heard stories and played 
games of other peoples and countries. Again the people of 
St. John’s felt that the experiment was quite worth while 
and, in turn, we hope that in both cases a school will be 
conducted next year for an even longer period.

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Our Church at the Conference 
By Canon G. H. B. Wricut 


The ever-increasing part that is being taken at the National 
Conference of Social Work each year is a great source of 
satisfaction. In more than one respect the foresighted recog- 
nition of social welfare in the life of the Church shown by 
Charles N. Lathrop blazed the way for other organizations. 
He was the first to establish a Religious Associate Group 
Conference, in 1921 at Milwaukee. The first object he had in 
mind was the encouraging of diocesan department officers 
to attend these great conferences, where they might be filled 
with the larger vision of social service through direct con- 
tact with the leading authorities on the subject. Conferences 
are for discussion and not for decisions. They create cour- 
age and stimulate striving for higher ideals. 


The second object he had in mind Father Lathrop was 
able, very brilliantly, to accomplish—to prove to the world 
of social service that the Church is interested and is anxious 
to co-operate. Our Church stands high in the list of asso- 
ciate groups and no less than five distinctly religious organ- 
izations now have their group meetings. Since this year the 
Federal Council of Churches had established the Church Con- 
ference of Social Work as an associate group, our own meet- 
ings were less in number, But we all felt a sense of loss as 
we realized that to discuss projects of our own in our own 
way, “peculiar” though it may be, gave us a joy that we do 
not care to miss. The gracious presiding of our own Rankin 
Barnes was a worthy succession to that of Father Lathrop, 
whom he understood so well, The personality of Spencer 
Miller, co-author of the “Church and Industry” and con- 
sultant on industrial relations for the department, is most 
attractive and his emphasis on the part the Church should 
play in solving of the problem of industry was one of the 
high spots of the conference. 


In our Church conservatism we have cultivated certain 
attitudes which do not make for the highest co-operation 
and the greatest achievement. The Church is so often called 
the Body of Christ without a thought of the tremendous 
connotation of those words, An organization fitted with all 
the delicate and well-adjusted members for carrying out the 
will of God and having at its center the eternal Spirit of 
Jesus Christ—this the Church ideally should be. The Body 
of Christ is not a container only; it must be an active work- 
ing force. To be intelligently active one must know. And that 
means not only the knowledge of our own particular group 
but even the horrifying contact with those who violently 
disagree with us. As Christ loved all people and sought to 
know the mind of publican and prostitute, so too must we 
in our seeking to “make the world a better place to live in” 
walk along the dusty roads of life and make friends with all 
men and all ideals. “This is life—from age to age—to know 
Thee the only Creator and Preserver of all minkind—and 
Jesus Christ whom Thou hast sent as our example.” 

From contact with the great experts of the wider field the 
Church through its leaders has received great stimulus dur- 
ing the ten years of conference. We gathered this year 
around the dinner table at the Hampshire Arms and listened 
to the greetings of Bishop McElwain and afterward repaired 
to Gethsemane Church, across the street, for the blessed 
service of preparation for the Corporate Communion the 
following morning. This was largely attended and was al- 
most ideal in its plan. Bishop McElwain was able to create 
a thoroughly devotional atmosphere and his addresses and 
meditations were quite the most helpful we have had since 
the never-to-be-forgotten service conducted by Bishop Brent 
in 1921. One does not need at such a time to be urged to 
take an interest in social service nor is it important that one 
should be warned against the dangers of this movement that 
may swamp the spiritual life of the Church. He wants to be 
reminded of the life of loving service that our Master lived— 
that Master whom we passionately love. One craves the op- 
portunity to kneel in God’s holy place and receive from 


An Unsettled Problem—the North vs. the South

To the northerner, the horror of slavery still poisons the 
idea of that feudal society over which so much sentimentality 
has been diffused. But the feudal system had its positive 
merits compared to our capitalist one. Of the monstrous 
mutilation of human relations upon which the slave-holding 
society was based, the southern novelist, George W. Cable, 
has written a history which makes “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
look like a Sunday School parable. That denial was impos- 
sible and could not continue. But while the situation—to 
which it was necessary—lasted, even the master who worked 
his slaves to death or flogged them to death had perhaps a 
certain moral advantage over the capitalist manufacturer or 
speculator. The planter knew at least what he was doing 
and did not pretend to be doing anything else. He accepted 
the implications of his acts—that was all the blacks were 
good for. And if he were a decent person, living as he did 
at close quarters with his slaves, he had to learn to get along 
with them as people. To this day, the relations in the South 
between the landowning gentry and the negroes are more 
intimate and, in a sense, more human than the relations be- 
tween the mill owner and the workers in his factory. 

It shocks the northerner to hear the southerner speak 
frankly of the negroes as an inferior race for whom political 
and social equality is unthinkable. But the position of the 
northerner himself depends upon human exploitation. He 
may, it is true, be entirely unaware of it, not know who 
makes the clothes he wears, prepares the food he eats, digs 
the fuel that heats him or pours the steel for the building 
he lives in—he may not even know where the money comes 
from that enables him to buy all these things; but though 
his consciousness may be more innocent, he is none the bet- 
ter off for that. And the southerner, on his side, becomes 
suspicious of the northerner’s high-sounding principles and 
pretensions—smelling hypocrisy in his humane anxieties, 
mania in his moral idealism and in his eternal insistence on 
“service” a compensation for the savageries of a society 
predatory and egoistic in the extreme. 


In Christ, peace; in the world, tribulation. And if we 
overcome the world it must be because Christ is more for 
us than an example, because in the depth of communion 
with Him His spirit of life flows into our spirits and we in 
Him as well as by Him are conquerors.—Alexander Mac- 
laren.

A goodly representation of the Diocesan Branch of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary is preparing to leave on Sunday night, 
September 13, for the General Convention of the Church to 
be held in Denver, September 16 to 30, inclusive. Arrange- 
ments have been made for a special car for the women from 
this Diocese and among those who will go are Mrs. L. C. 
Lance of Berkeley, president of the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
the Eighth Province; Mrs. Harry Sherman of San Francisco, 
diocesan president; Mrs. W. B. Allen of Palo Alto, treasurer 
of the United Thank Offering in this Diocese; Mrs. C. P. 
Deems and Mrs. Norman Rushton, delegates; Mrs. R. H. 
Norton, treasurer of the Diocesan Branch; Miss Harriet 
Bakewell of Oakland, president of the House of Church- 
women, and Miss Elizabeth Gamble of Oakland, alternates; 
and Mrs. F. H. Gardiner. Dean Anna Newell of St. Margaret’s 
House, Berkeley, will also go and has taken a house in Den- 
ver which she will open as a temporary St. Margaret’s House 
for the Convention period and will entertain women from 
all parts of the Province. Mrs. Lance and Mrs. Sherman will 
be in residence there also and will act as co-hostesses with 
Dean Newell. 

The special United Thank Offering service—to be held on 
Thursday morning, September 3, at 10:30 o’clock, in the 
Chapel of Grace of the Cathedral—is of particular importance 
as the final presentation of the money for the thank offering 


will be made at that time by Mrs. W. B. Allen, diocesan 


treasurer of the United Thank Offering. To the last General 
Convention $10,000 was sent from the Diocese of California 
and despite the financial depression of today great efforts 
are being put forth to raise at least an equal amount this 
year. Special donations for the thank offering may be sent 
to Mrs. Allen or Mrs. Sherman. 

Although no demand has been made by the treasurer of 
the Diocese that the Woman’s Auxiliary aid in making up 


the deficit faced by the Church here, Mrs. Sherman—sup- 


ported by her diocesan officers—sent out letters during the 
summer to the different parish branches, asking for special 
gifts of money. In the last few weeks a total of $525 has come 
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in and has been turned over to Mr. Frederic Lee, diocesan 
treasurer, for the Fund for Church Extension Work in the 
Diocese. Arrangements are being made in other parish 
branches to raise money for this purpose later in the year. 


The Altar Day service of the Diocesan Branch of the Aux- 
iliary was held on the Feast of the Transfiguration, August 
6, at 10:30 a. m. in the Chapel of Grace. The Holy Com- 
munion was celebrated by Dean Gresham, assisted by the 
Rev. Lawrence Ridgley and the Rev. Harvey Hanson, the 
latter of whom preached the sermon, Following the service 
a brief business meeting was held in the crypt, which re- 
cently has been remodelled as a chapel and assembly rooms. 
This was the first meeting held in the crypt since the com- 
pletion of alterations and the members were greeted by the 
Rev. Harvey Hanson, who welcomed them heartily and urged 
that the Woman’s Auxiliary feel at all times that the crypt 
was available for meetings. Mrs. Sherman spoke of the five 
important subjects to be considered at the General Conven- 
tion and advised her hearers to prepare for these topics by 
reading, recommending particularly “The Way of Renewal” 
as dealing with the problems to be faced, which are: Family 
life, property and economic contacts, inter-racial contacts, 
international relations and religious thinking of today. Other 
books on these subjects may be obtained from national head- 
quarters in New York, Mrs. Sherman announced. Mrs. G. H. 
Williams spoke on “Diocesan Altar Guilds,” she being chair- 
man of the Embroidery Chapter of the Diocese. The church 
in Brentwood has a fine chapter of the Altar Guild and Mrs. 
Williams and her fellow workers there have filled an impor- 
tant place in the Diocese by taking orders from other par- 
ishes for altar hangings and linens, their work being of 
especial beauty. Mrs. Williams urged the formation of a 
diocesan merger of Altar Guilds, for the exchange of hang- 
ings and linens, those parishes which had “outgrown” theirs 
to send them in for smaller or less wealthy parishes and 
order new articles in place of those sent in. She told of the 
formation of the Guild in Brentwood, for which workers 
came from Antioch, Tracy and other adjacent parishes and 
embroidered and sewed busily during Lent. She suggested 
that delegates be sent from each parochial branch for the 
formation of a Diocesan Altar Society and that girls and 
young women in different places be encouraged to learn the 
fine art of ecclesiastical embroidery from those already ex- 
pert in it. A motion to this effect was passed and the work 
will be taken up with zest during the coming year.

Church stands for, unless that it is that of a kindly and good- 
natured toleration of things as they are, with a mild desire 
that they may grow better in time, so far as that is com- 
patible with the maintenance of existing vested interests.” 
The story of advance in religious thought and ethical stand- 
ards has been written in the blood of prophets and spiritual 
leaders who have dared, in their generation, to take a step 
in advance of the institutionalist and the traditionalist. Per- 
haps Harry Ward is right when, in his recent book, “Which 
Way Religion?” he states: “The conflict between institutional 
and ethical religion is inherent, so much so that it is an 
open question whether an ethical religion can ever be car- 
ried forward except by recurring minority movements. The 
accession to power and wealth of the Church raises the 
question, “Can a powerful institution ever be moral?” In the 
inherent contradiction between power and ethical living, 
conjoined with the tendency toward repetitive routine, lies 
the explanation of the low vitality of organized religion. The 
ethical potency of our churches does not measure up to their 
capacity any more than their intellectual leadership comes 
up to the intelligence of their leading preachers. A consider- 
able section of both clergy and laity respond both intellec- 
tually and emotionally to the challenge of an ethical religion 
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but institutionally the churches are not geared to pull that, 


load. Organized religion has standardized its activities. 
Churches have reached the point where figures showing 
membership, income and property count more than their 
meaning and cost in life. Churches are now mobilized like 
an army and preachers drilled like cadets in the goose-step, 
and as the desire for bigness and mechanical perfection 
grows, spiritual perfection demands a higher price for its 
realization than the deadening ‘safety first’ which is the 
guiding principle of all established institutions and vested 
interests.” 

These are challenging and disturbing words. Will they 
find another glorious illustration in the coming General Con- 
vention of the Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America? Or will the living spiritual stream of an inspired 
Christian body break through the walls of tame convention- 
ality and timid tradition and flow with healing and strength 
in its course? Unless the Church has some definite and au- 
thoritative voice for moral and spiritual guidance in these 
_ critical times, it will forfeit its chief: reason for being. As 
Dean Inge states in his recent book, “Christian Ethics and 
Modern Problems,” “The greatest need today is that the 
Church will provide ethical guidance for modern personal 
and social problems. If it does not do that, there is not 
enough left worth fighting about.” 

Let us hope and pray that the Holy Spirit may so guide 
the coming General Convention that it will make history 
worth recording and re-establish the Church of today as the 
living Church of the living God. —B. D. W. 


Passing of George H. Andruss

On Tuesday, July 28, in Oakland, there passed to its rich 
reward the soul of George H. Andruss. Mr. Andruss was by 
far the oldest lay reader in the Diocese of California, having 
received his first license from Bishop Kip. He treasured that 
piece of paper with the same degree of love and loyalty in 
which he had served under its sanction. He was one of the 
“old guard” of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, acting as its 
delegate at many of the great national conventions which 
he delighted to attend. For many years he was president of 
the San Francisco local assembly of the Brotherhood. His 
greatest work, however, was establishing the Lenten noon- 
day services in the financial district of San Francisco. For 
more than thirty years he carried on the management of the 
services, almost single-handed, giving up his entire lunch 
lunch time for the full forty days. California street has 
missed him greatly during these past few years, owing to 
his ill-health. 

George Andruss was a pattern for the youth of today. 
Unflinching in his loyalty to duty, without a thought of this 
world’s reward, having always a keen appreciation of his 
Master’s love for mankind. 

Deepest sympathy is extended to his family and especially 
to her who has shared with him their happy fifty-three years 
of married life. 

To fill such a gap in Church life as made by the passing 
of Mr. Andruss, organizations of the character of Camp 
Nichols are established that young men may learn the joy 
of self-sacrifice and devotion to the Church. Meanwhile, let 
us take fresh courage and thank God for such blessed ex- 
amples as they cross our path in life. 


There can be no question as to which ethic—that of mutual 
aid or competitive money-making—is embodied in and re- 
quired by the religion of Jesus. The development of that 
religion means that our industrial society would attempt 
what no other age has been able to do or even seriously try 
—to develop and adapt in a city civilization the basic moral- 
ity of a simple, producers community. It is a fatal delusion 
to assume, as many current writers are doing, that the ma- 
chine has power to compel the co-ordination and continuity 
of our modern way of life. The machine has only as much 
power as men give it and only in the direction that they 
wish to use it. There is no automatic salvation. If the sons 
of men do not desire and consciously seek the common road 
to the good life for all, they will continue to corrupt and 
destroy each other.—What then will awake them to this ef- 
fort of the spirit?—Harry F. Ward.
